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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 arc pending in ilio above identified patent application. Claims 1-10 
have been withdrawal from consideration as being drawn to a non-elccicd invention. 
Claim 20 has been amended, Claims 1-19 have been cancelled and Claims 21-32 are 
being submitted lor consideration by the Examiner. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and allowance of this application. 

Applicants hereby confirm the election to piosecute Claim 20 with Claims 1-19 
being withdrawn as being an non-clcciud invention. Applicants respectfully submit lhat 
the amendment to Claim 20 overcomes the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph. 

The rejection of Claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tally (U.S. P.N. 5,488.984) in view of Pearlman (U.S.P.N. 3,796,608), is respectfully 
ti a versed. 

Fahy discloses a process for treating metal components which are used in 
niiimifi'.ctui'ing an electric motor. Pahy teaches using a sodium borate containing 
composition lor treating electric motor components. The treated metal components are 
exposed to molten aluminum. 

Pearlman discloses an a cidic composition Tor improving the chemical resistance 
of tncials. Pearlman lacks any disclosure lhat his acidic composition can or should be 
employed piior to exposure to molten aluminum. Indeed, Pearlman teaches (hat 
tv:mpei*itures associated with molten aluminum are not needed. That is, Pearlman 
discloses lhat temperatures so high as to effect alloying and penetration of surface 
material into the body of the metal (as in commercial siliconizing) are not needed (sec 
Col, 2, Lines 1 5-20 of Pearlman). It should be noted that siliconized steels are 
conventionally used in electric motor components. In the absence of Applicants' 
di.-vlosure, Applicants respectfully submit that there would be no motivation to replace 
Tally's metal treatment with the composition of Pearlman. Further, the disclosure of 
Paarlmtm teaches away from the high temperatures (i.e., molten aluminum) employed by 
Pahy. Applicants, therefore, respectfully submit that a skilled person in this art would 
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lack lh»: requisite motivation to combine Pahy and Pcarlmann and, accordingly, these 
references cannot support a prima facie case of obviousness. 

Moreover, assuming arguendo that Wahy and Pearl man are properly combined, the 
combination fails to render the claimed invention obvious. Pearlmrtn teaches an acidic 
composition whereas certain of the pendiny claims recite a basic composition. The 
potential combination of Fahy and Pcarlman fail to disclose, teach, suggest or render 
obvious it basic composition. 

Applicants respectfully request consideration of the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed on December 27, 2001 . This Statement contains references from parent 
application Serial No. 09/540,1 19 (now allowed). 

Applicants believe thai the pending claims define patentable subject matter and 
respectfully request issuance of a Notice of Allowability for the instant application.
